Long-Range Program.

As 
a part of this recommendation, they 
suggested repeal of the present con- 
solidation provisions of the Trans- 
portation Act, at the same time 
broadening of the commission's 
power over pooling of earnings and 
traffic. 

The proposed authority would be 
empowered to abate “destructive 
competition,” which might run 
counter to the President's anti- 
monopoly and anti-trust campaign. 
In former years, proposals for 
pooling of traffic have caused 
charges in Congress that this would 


‘reopen the practice of discrimina- 


tions against localities and groups 
of shippers, 
Other Officials’ Views. 

Chairman Jones, whose power 
through the RF C would be greatly 
increased by enactment of the rec- 
ommendations, wrote the President 
that the Commissioners’ report was 
a good analysis of the railroad sit- 
uation. Secretary Morganthau 
said that he was frankly disap- 
pointed at the report, and observed 
that “over-cautious approach to the 
pressing national problem of trans- 
portation can only intensify the 
need for drastic action at a later 
date.” 

The President's cautious ap- 
proach to the problem was obvious- 
ly the result of his defeat in the 
House last week over the reorgan- 
ization plans.

ORDERS NEW TRIAL 
OF KENTUCKY CASE 


Prisoner Appealed ‘Prem 


Death Sentence for Mur- 
der in Killing of White 
Man in 1936. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, April 11. — The 
Supreme Court set aside today the 
murder conviction. of Joe Hale, 
Kentucky Negro, on the ground 
that members of his race were ex- 
cluded from the juries which in- 
dicted and tried him. 

In an order read by Chief Justice 
Hughes, the Court reversed his con- 
viction by the McCracken County 
Circuit Court, which had been up- 
held by the Kentucky Court of Ap- 
peals. This makes a new trial nec- 
essary if the State goes ahead with 
the case. : 8 

The Supreme Court said that af- 
fidavits “sufficed to show a sys- 
tematic and arbitrary exclusion of 
Negroes from the jury lists solely 
because of race, or color.” This 
constituted, the Court said, “a de- 
nial of the equal protection of the 
laws guaranteed to petitioner by 
the fourteenth amendment.” 

Hale was sentenced to be exe- 
cuted for the killing of W. R. Toon, 
a white man, in McCracken Coun- 
ty, Aug. 18, 1936. He ir held in 
the State prison at Eddyville. 

State officials told the Court the 
record of the case showed that no 
Negro had served on juries in Mc- 
Cracken County “for a period of 
at least 50 years.” 

They insisted, however, that Hale 
had been tried by “an impartial 
jury” and that this protected his 
constitutional rights. They said 
the record “discloses without any 
doubt that the petitioner is guilty 
of the crime charged.” 

Hale contended that the clerk of 
the McCracken Circuit Court had 
inadvertently omitted in the record 
given the Court of Appeals a copy 
of a motion made to set aside the 
indictment on the ground of Negro- 
exclusion from the grand jury. . 

Previous decisiong cited by the 
Supreme Court in the Kentucky re- 
versal were Norris vs. Alabama, 
294 U. S., the famous Scottsboro 
(Ala.) case, in which court found 
in 1935 that Negroes had been sys- 
tematically barred. from jury serv- 
ice; Neal vs. Delaware, 103 U. 8.

Here is the story told in a front 
line hospital by Buck Troyer of 
Tulsa, Ok., and James Corbin of 
Seattle, Wash., bearded machine- 
gunners: 

“A couple of hundred of us were 
marching out from Gandesa when 
the Fascist (insurgent) cavalry at- 
tacked us. 

“We machine gunners—five of us 
—circled out. This was one time 
we really did have the order to wait 
for the whites of their eyes. 

“We practically counted their 
buttons before we ‘started shoot- 
ing. Then Merriman gave the or- 
der to scatter.” 

The two men stayed together dur- 
ing the long journey through insur- 
gent territory. 

“We had a couple of days and 
nights of steady walking and fight- 
ing and just went to sleep,” they 
continued. 5 

Waved to Rebel Patrols. 


“In the daylight the next morn- 
ing we started walking. We waved 
to the Fascist patrols and watched 
their ambulances and cars going 
past. We stopped to cut lettuce 
and beans and drink water. 

“Why didn’t they know we were 
not Fascists? Well, their uniforms 
look about like ours.”

“We saw some patrols of cavalry 
and we hid in the hills. While we 
were hiding a stone hit us.

To Review U. S. Power to Tax State 
University Athletic Tickets. 

The Government won a Supreme 
Court review today in its effort 
to establish the right.to collect a 
10 per cent Federal admission tax 
on tickets to athletic events. con- 
ducted by State universities, 

The court agreed to pass on a 
decision of the Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals that the tax, as applied 
to tickets for athletic events given 
by the University of Georgia and 
the Georgia Institute of Technol- 
ogy, was unconstitutional because 
it -would impose a burden on in- 
strumentalities of a state. 
Arguing that the tax was laid on 
ticket buyers, and not on the uni- 
versitiy athletic associations, the 
Government insisted “the staging 
of intercollegiate football games is 


not an essential governmental func- 


tion of the state.” 

The regents of the university 
system of Georgia, the 

officers of the two schools, refused 
to pay an 3895 tax collected by the 
University of Georgia Athletic: As- 
sociation, and a $3914 tax collected 
by the Georgia Tech Athletic As- 
sociation for athletic events in the 
fall of 1934. The Internal Revenue 
collector was enjoined by the low- 
er court from collecting the tax, 


Supreme Court Orders Reply by 
Railroad Board 


The Supreme Court today ordered 
the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue and the Railroad Retirement 
Board to show cause why Cali- 
fornia should not be permitted to 
file a complaint designed to halt 
enforcement of the Federal rail- 
road retirement and the carriers’ 
taxing acts of 1937, as applied to 
the State-owned State Belt. Rail- 
road in San Francisco. 

In its application for permission 
to file the complaint, California 
contended taxes under the carriers’ 
taxing act, for the payment of pen- 
sions under the retirement law, 
could not be levied against the 
State-owned line without violating 
the fupdamental implied constitu- 
tional doctrine of the reciprocal 
immunity from taxation of the gov- 
ernmental functions.” 


Court Refuses to Stay Mandate in 

Union Man’s Conviction. 
The Supreme Court refused to- 
day to stay its mandate refusing 
to review the conviction of Harry 
Cohen, Baltimore Teamsters’ Union, 
business representative who is un- 
der a three-month sentence for fiot- 
ing during a taxicab strike in 
December, 1936. 

The court last Monday announced 
its refusal to pass upon the deci- 
sion against Cohen by the Mary- 
land Court of Appeals. After this 
action counsel for Cohen asked for 
a stay pending the filing of a pe- 
tition for rehearing. 


Teacher Wins in Supreme Court; 
Justice Black Dissents. 
Myrtle Hamilton Valentine suc- 
ceeded in the Supreme Court to- 
day in her effort to compel Van 
Buren school township in Pulaski 
County, Indiana, to continue em- 

ploying her as a teacher. 

The tribunal reversed a decision 
by the Indiana Supreme Court 
against the woman. 
She contended that provisions of 
the 1927 State Teachers’ Act gave 
her an indefinite contract which 
could not be abrogated by legis- 
lation enacted in 1933. The 1927 
measure provided that a teacher 
should be considered as having a 
permanent contract after five 
years’ service. This was repealed 
as to township corporations in 1933. 
In a recent decision involving 
Dorothty. Anderson of Wabash 
County, Indiana, who sought. un- 
der similar circumstances to con- 
tinue teaching, the Supre Court 
here indicated that it agreed with 
the teacher. Justice Black dis- 
sented.

Operator Who Fixed Nadio 
and Called Rescue Ships to 
Greek Steamer Drowns. 


By the Associated Press. fo, 

NEW YORK, April 11.—Two lives 
were lost, including a heroic wire- 
less operator, and 29 men were res- 
cued from the Greek steamship 
Kyllene which was torn apart by 
an explosion 200 miles off the 
Azores, it was reported by the Ra- 
diomarine Corporation yesterday. 

The radio operator, Papa Theo- 
dorou, was drowned as he leaped 
for a lifeboat from the foundering 
forepart of the blasted vessel. Al- 
though hig radio apparatus . was 
damaged badly by the explosion, 
Theodorou rigged up an emergency 
set and sent out SOS calls that 
brought three ships to the rescue. 

A second victim, still missing, ap- 
parently was killed in the explo- 
sion. 

One of the rescue ships, the 8. 
S. Kala Knudsen, sent the follow- 
tus message telling of the disas- 

rs 

“The S. S. Mount Kyllene broke 
in two at 8 a. m. on the 9th (Sat- 
urday) and two parts separated. 
Seventeen men on the forepart, 14 
men on the afterpart. 

“The tankers Kaia Knudsen and 
Inverlee arrived just after dark 
and sent lifeboats to forepart as it 
was about to turn over. They suc- 
ceeded in getting off 15, but two 
more still left. Tanker Athelfoam 
sent boat and got oné, but wire- 
less operator jumped for boat and 
was drowned. 

“At daylight all three ships sent 
boats for afterpart and got 13 off. 
Twenty-nine were saved, all told, 
14 on Kaia Knudsen, 11 on the In- 
verlee and four on the Athelfoam. 

“The Kaia Knudsen lost one life- 
boat, but no lives. Sea very rough. 
Captain’s name Stepateras.” 

An explosion in the Mount Kyl- 
lene’s bunkers was believed to have 
ripped the ship apart. 

The Greek steamer was a 5318- 
ton .craft, 412 feet long. It was 
‘bound from Amsterdam for United 
States gulf ports and Japan.

Political circles said he would 
ask for full economic and financial 
powers for three months from the 
Senate, which on Friday refused 
such authority to Leon Blum. 

Among Daladier's proposals, leg- 
islators reported, was the raising 
of $500,000,000 for national defense 
and an additional $166,600,000 for 
immediate needs of the Treasury. 

The larger amount would be 
subscribed in a patriotic loan cam- 
paign, and the rest probably will 
bea straight advance from the 
Bank of France. 

Daladief’s ministry, a swing to 
the Right from the People’s Front 
of the last two years, contains 13 


Radical-Socialists and six members 


of smaller center groups. Socialists 
refused to take part in the new 
Government. 

There have been, since June 4, 
1936, four People’s front Govern- 
Ments with Socialists and Com- 
munist support in Parliament.

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ARABS FIGHT FRENCH 


Column Marching to Démahd 
Release of Nationalist 
Leader Routed. 


By the Associated Press. 

TUNIS, Tunisia, April 11.—A col- 
umn of Nationalist natives march- 
ing on Tunis clashed with troops 
yesterday and a dozen or more were 
wounded before they were dis- 
persed. The Arabs had set out 
from Grombalia, about 19 miles 


east of this capital of French-gov- 
erned Tunisia, to demand the re- 
lease of the recently arrested Neo- 
destour (Nationalist) leader, Ali 
Belhuane. 

Sixty persons were arrested in 
Tunis on charges of illegal carrying 
of arms and firing at police and 13 
agitators were taken into custody 
during the night. The accused will 
be tried quickly by a military court. 

Rioting yesterday which led to 
declaration of a state of siege re- 
sulted in the death of 15 persons 
and injury to 80. The disorder fol- 
lowed a proclamation by National- 
ists that they would seize civil and 
military prisons unless the Na- 
tionalist chieftain were freed. 

Mobile guard detachments were 
rushed to Tunis from several out- 
lying points to ‘reinforce military 
agencies. There was no rioting in 
Tunis today, but the Arab quarter 
seethed with excitement and au- 
thorities feared a fresh outbreak. 

French military authorities were 
in complete charge of the city 
through the proclamation of a 
state of siege by the Bey, Sidi Ah- 
med. The authorities, defying the 
Arab demands, seized another Neo- 
destour leader, Abib Bourguiba. 

Meanwhile, Algiers, another 
French-governed North African 
City, was disturbed by a strike of 
stevedores who demanded wage in- 
creases. The dock workers refused 
to unload ‘ships arriving today. 

(Algiers is the capital of Algeria, 
a French possession, while adjacent 
Tunisia is a French protectorate.) 


PETITION GALLS ON NATIONS 
TO RECEIVE REFUGEES 


Document Signed by 125 Ameri- 
cans, Including President 
Green of A. F. of L.

NEW YORK, April 11.—An ap- 
peal signed by 125 Americans, urg- 
ing “holdout” nations to join Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plan to provide 
haven for religious and political 
refugees, was issued yesterday by

American Committee for Protection 
of Minorities. 

The manifesto was designed chief- 
ly for foreign countries which have 
not yet accepted Secretary of State 
Hull’s invitation of March 24 to 
participate in the program.

the highest percentage of affirm- 
ative expression was in Austria, 
where the voters gave a 99.75 per 
cent “yes” vote. The unofficial 
complete vote for Austria alone 
was 4,270,517 yes, and 11,263 in the 
negative. There were in all Ger- 
many 49,546,950 qualified voters. 
The number qualified in Austria 
alone was not given. The combined 
populations of Austria and Ger- 
many is about 75,000,000. 

With the count completed, there 
were rumors of a sweeping politi- 
cal amnesty. But there was no of- 
ficial confirmation of this. , Some 
persons, especially in Vienna, 
feared the aftermath might be 
strong action against former Chan- 
cellor Kurt Schuschnigg’s support- 
ers and the Jews. 

Present for Austrian Leader. 

The vote, held less than a month 
after Hitler’s armed forces marched 
into Austria, followed an energetic 
Nazi campaign. 

Hitler’s birthplace, Braunau, Aus- 
tria, gave him 3331 affirmative 
votes. Five persons there voted 
„no.“ N 

In Vienna, Joseph Buerckel— 
next to Hitler—was the big hero. 
As Hitler’s Austrian lieutenant and 
propaganda chief for the plebiscite, 
Buerckel received flowers and val- 
uable presents; including an auto- 
mobile from an Austrian factory. 

The car will have license number 
10438 (10th day of April, 1938) to 
commemorate the occasion. Buerck- 
el's old car bears the number 13136, 
the date of the Saar plebiscite in 
which he directed propaganda.

Voters March to Polls. 

Voting everywhere was orderly. 
In thousands of villages the voters 
marched to the polls in a body. 

Hitler cast his own ballot in a 
booth at Anhalter station when his 
special train arrived from Vienna. 

Heinrich Himmler, Chief of Po- 
lice in. greater Germany, Propa- 
ganda Paul Joseph Goebbels, and 
Rudolf Hess, Minister without 
portfolio, also voted at the railway 
station booth. 

Theidore Cardinal Innitzer, head 
of the Rothan Catholic Church in 
Austria, voted in Vienna. 

Berlin's streets were filled with 

strolling throngs, most of the stroll- 
ers wearing metal discs on their 
lapels, bearing portraits of Hitler. 
These badges indicated they had 
voted. 
Hitler, like other voters, received 
one of the brass badges when he 
voted. A Nazi youth solemnly 
pinned it on his lapel. 

Radio broadcasters were busy at 
all strategic pomts of greater Ger- 
many in getting out the vote. They 
were especially active near the bor- 
ders where thousands of German 
citizens from neighboring countries 
arrived to. cast their ballots. One 
foreign contingent walked 15 miles 
through a rainstorm across the 
Hungarian border to the nearest 
Austrian town. 


Voters Carried on Stretchers. 

Drawling Austrian and Bavarian 
dialects mingled with gutteral Prus- 
sian as broadcasters and voters 
stepped to microphones and told 
compatriots how happy they were 
to participate in this historic march 
to the polls. 

Thousands went to the polls on 
stretchers. Numerous ~ bedridden 
voters were carried down four or 
five flights of stairs to be loaded 
into ambulances for the trip, ac- 
companied by orderlies and nurses. 

For voters too ill to leave their 
beds there were portable ballot 
boxes carried to them by. certified 
officials. The patients marked 
their ballots behind screens set on 
the beds. Many such ballots were 
cast in hospitals. 
| Janitors Remind Voters. 

Most Austrians arose at 7 a. m. 
The janitor or other Nazi-desig- 
nated official of each apartment 
house or block in the country made 
his early rounds, every 
voter to vote “ja.”

French and British Police Too 
Busy to Control It—Jap- 
anese Let Bars Down. 


Associa Press. 

SHAN GHAL China, April 11.— 
China's greatest‘ curse—the opium | 
trade—is being revived in this city 
on a scale even greater than it was 
before the beginning of Chinese- 
Japanese hostilities late last sum- 
mer. 

According to the British and 
French police, law enforcement 
bodies of the city’s two foreign- 
controlled municipalities, narcotics 
squads, operating with the assist- 
ance of the Chinese Maritimes Cus- 
toms, have seized more than 3350. 
000 worth of narcotics in recent 
raids on the waterfront. But for 
3 dollars worth of opium 

seized, they say, 89 worth is smug- 
gied into the city. 

For this state of affairs, the po- 
lice do not hold themselves alto- 
gether to blame. With the average 
Shanghai policeman, running down 
narcotics smugglers at present is a 
minor job. Terrorism, banditry, 
kidnaping and other crimes of vio- 
lence keep the police in both the 
French concession and the Inter- 
national Settlement busy. Only a 
few men have been assigned to deal 
with the narcotics problem, and it is 
more than they can handle effici- 
ently, although they miake daily 
seizures and arrests. 

In the Japanese-occupied areas 
outside the foreign concessions, the 
opium traffic is even more prosper- 
ous, for in these districts there are 
no restrictions, according to the 
police, and there is a steady flow 
into the French and International 
Settlements. 

Before the outbreak of hostilities 
in the Shanghai zone last year, 
some measure of effective control 
was being exercised over the drug 
trade. Chinese Government anti- 
narcotic laws, put into effect on 
Jan. 1, 1937, were responsible. They 
provided the death sentence for ad- 
dicts who were beyond hope ‘of 
cure, and life imprisonment for 
dealers. ‘ 

Several death sentences and life 
imprisonment terms were imposed 
by the Chinese courts. and the sale 
of morphine and heroin fell off 
more than 60 per cent. Transac- 
tions in raw opium also dwindled. 

After the start of the war, opium 
stocks in the hands of peddlers and 
shops were bought up rapidly and 
the price advanced from $1 to $5 
an ounce, Many addicts went on 
enforced “cures,” large numbers of 
incurables dying. 

Korean dealers, who hold a mo- 
nopoly, fled to Japanese-occupied 
territory for protection, or evacu- 
ated Shanghai for Japan, losing 
their contacts with Chinese dis- 
tributing agents. These contacts 
were resumed when the Japanese- 
occupied districts around Shanghai 
recently were reopened.

Scores of persons he 
interviewed had favored anschluss with Germany, but 
gagged at the conquest by Germany that resulted. 
As it is, Austria is not an equal partner in an alli- 
ance, but a dominated province. Such doubts and 
misgivings were not réflected in the plebiscite, how- 
ever. It would have been most indiscreet to register 
such views by voting Wein, so the majority of dis- 
senters joined in the 99-plus per cent roar of ap- 
proval given by the regimented and intimidated vot- 
ers of Hitler’s realm. 
However, the Austrians are fortunate that their ex- 
Chancellor, Kurt Schuschnigg, was not permitted to 
hold the plebiscite, as he proposed some weeks ago, 
and that the job was turned over to a man who 
really knows how to get out the vote. For one 
thing, the Hitler pre-election circus was immeas- 
urably more gaudy than anything the ex-Chancellor 
could have provided. For another, no such degree 
of unanimity could have been registered, for ob- 
servers agree the Austrian Nazis could not have 
polled more than 40 per cent of the vote without 
help from Hitler. And that would have left a dis- 
agreeable impression of divided councils. 

As it is, a united people has obediently spoken, 
and Austria has been made safe from democracy.

HOME-TOWN TROUBLE FOR T V A. 
A street railway system in an apparently advanced 


stage of obsolescence, but carried on the books at 


original cost with no depreciation, is the stumbling 
block in the negotiations of the municipal authori- 
ties at Knoxville, Tenn., for the purchase of the city’s 
privately owned electric distribution system. The 
city, assured of grants and loans from thé Public 
Works Administration, is anxious to buy the elec- 
tric distribution system and thus become the first 
city in its population class to be served by T V A, of 
which it is the headquarters. 

Although reputable engineering firms have esti- 
mated that the facilities could be duplicated in the 
city proper for $3,250,000, the city has offered to pay 
the book value of $6,088,000 for the existing plant, 
which includes some facilities in adjacent suburbs 
and neighboring towns. The Tennessee Public Serv- 
ice Co., the owner, says it is not interested in selling 
unless the transit system is included in the deal. 

The book value of the transportation system is 
$3,755,000, The street railway division, accounting 
for only 47 per cent of the gross revenue of the 
transportation system, is valued at $3,253,000, while 
the motor bus and electric coach division, valued at 
$502,000, accounts for 53 per cent of the gross. Under 
such conditions, the city, of course; is not willing 
to offer the book value for this department, as it has 
for the electric distribution system: 

It seems clear that the company is not justified in 
carrying the obsolescent and depreciated street rail- 
way system at the original cost figure, and that the 
use of this figure as the rate base has been an im- 
position upon the public. In many a city over the 
country, where the T V A and the threat of munici- 
pal competition have not been a factor, electric com- 
panies have voluntarily abandoned their street 
railway properties and substituted bus lines. Charles- 
ton, 8. G., is one of the latest sities to see such 1 
development. 

In view of*the facts, the Tennessee Public Service 
Co. should not expect the City of Knoxville or the 
general public to hold the valuation it places on its 
transit facilities in very high regard.

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STATE NO. 2 FOR THE BRANDEIS PLAN, 

After being the only state with a savings bank 
life insurance system for 31 years, Massachusetts now 
has company. The New York Legislature has passed 
Gov. Lehman’s bill to permit mutual savings banks 
in that State to write similar life policies for New 
York residents. After the machinery is put into op- 
eration, New Yorkers will be able to buy insurance 
up to $1000 in.a single bank and $3000 in various 
banks. While this $3000 maximum imposes a limi- 
tation which does not exist in the Massachusetts sys- 
tem, it should not hamper the development of savings 
bank life insurance in New Fork, as such insurance 
is designed to provide thoroughly sound low-cost pro- 
tection for men and women of moderate incomes, 

The Massachusetts system, which owes its origin

is not government insurance, part of whose adminis- 
trative costs are met by the State. It is an insurance 
system which uses the savings banks as insurance 
offices. As it employs no agents and pays no commis- 
sions of the ordinary variety, its expenses of opera- 
tion are far below those of the standard and indus- 
trial companies. 

The overwhelming majorities for Gov. Lehman’s 
bill—106 to 38 in the lower chamber and 37 to 12 in 
the Senate—are significant. Admirers of the Bran- 
deis plan in other states doubtless will now renew 
their efforts to colonize it.

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GOING TO ROPE IN THE STATE? 


Hull’s Trade Program and World Peace 


One important aim of reciprocal trade agreements is to effect economic appeasement 
“as a means of reducing threat of war, says expert on international affairs; lowering 
of tariff barriers so as to share markets and resources of the world would relieve 
the pressure by which the “‘have-not” Powers justify military aggression, he advises.

NE major purpose of the Hull recipro- 

cal trade pacts is gradually to bring 

about economic world appeasement as 
a means of reducing the likelihood of war. 
It is no coincidence that the aggressions of 
Japan and Italy came in the midst of a world 
depression and that the effort to construct a 
world political order at the end of the World 
War foundered on the rocks of economic 
nationalism. All three of the dictatorship 
countries whose aggressions are feared to- 
day are over-populated. If they could sell 
their manufactures abroad in exchange for 
imports, they could meet some.of their eco- 
nomic problems, 

But when the depression started, the Unit- 
ed States took the lead in raising tariffs, 
through the Smoot-Hawley Act. Probably 
inspired by this tariff, France took an even 
more drastic step when in 1931 it adopted a 
quota system limiting the actual quantities 
of goods to be imported. During the same 
year, Britain abandoned free trade in favor 
of protection, and in 1932 concluded with the 
Dominions the Ottawa agreements, which 
increased discriminations against foreign na- 
tions trading with various parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire. Currency devaluation by Brit- 
ain and the United? States also operated 
against the exports of foreign countries. 
New industries sprang up behind new tariff 
walls to take the place of former imports, 
although on a less efficient basis. 

* * 


The lead in these restrictive measures 
was taken by the creditor countries—the 
United States, Britain and France. Con- 
fronted by gigantic maladjustments, they 
were no doubt justified in thinking only of 
themselves, particularly in the absence of 
any real will or machinery for collective 
action. 

But the effect of stich action on the 
world as a whole was none the less seri- 
ous. These tariff increases and currency de- 
valuations contributed to a world-wide de- 
flation, intensifying the downward trend of 
prices and greatly increasing the difficul- 
ties of the debtor countries. They made it 
more difficult for over-populated countries 
to sell goods abroad and pay their foreign 
debts. 

For these reasons, 33 countries protested 
against the 1930 tariff increase of the Unit- 
ed States. In self-defense, debtor nations, 
led by Germany, cut down their foreign pur- 
chases while inc their exports by 
every possible means, in order to secure the 
exchange needed to meet their foreign obli- 
gations, Governments openly subsidized ex- 
ports, and industrialists engaged in wide- 
spread dumping, which merely led to further 
tariff retaliation. 

In addition, governments not only im- 


- posed quotas, but introduced exchange con- 
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trols, under which they dictated what goods 
should enter their countries—controls which 
usually led to some form of regulation of 
production. Nations struggled to become 
self-sufficient, Germany adopting its famous 
four-year-plan for this purpose. All such 
measures produced a vicious spiral, which,

Hetency, thie policy would reduce many in- 
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ternational disputes. But the resources of 
the world are not equitably distributed, and 
the result of self-sufficiency is a reduction 
in an already low standard of living, often 
followed by resort to military adventures. 

Thus, Japanese militarists told their peo- 
ple that the outside world was bent on 
strangling the economic life of Japan, and 
that Manchuria possessed the resources they 
needed. Much the same argument was used 
by Italy to justify its annexation of Ethi- 
opia. Germany today is building up an 
enormous military establishment, and there 
is widespread fear that Germany will make 
use of this power to dominate the resources 
of Central Europe. 

Militarism may be an illusopy means of 
solving the economic problem of the have- 
not countries, as the costly expeditions of 
Japan and Italy prove. Yet, if overcrowded 
nations cannot find a productive outlet by 
the exchange of goods through a world econ- 
omy, they will tend toward an aggressive 
course which involves the danger of another 
world war. 

* * * 

There are some who believe the dicta- 
torships have gone so far on the road to 
self-sufficiency and war that théy cannot 


turn back, But the Hull trade program is 


based on an opposite view. As Secretary 
Hull said, in his radio address of Feb. 6, 
1938, for the Economic Policy Committee: 

“The economic warfare, which reached 
such enormous proportions during the de- 
pression years, has been in large measure 
responsible for the alarming disintegration 
of all international relationships which the 
world has recently witnessed. ... The world 
desperately needs today international order, 
based upon a revitalization: of international 
law, upon renewed respect for the pledged 
word, upon a rededication of mankind to a 
utilization of the unbounded resources 
which nature and centuries of progress have 
given us for the advancement of human 
welfare, rather than for wanton destruction 
of life and property. The achievement of 
such order will be impossible, unless nations 
direct their efforts toward the attainment 
of economic security and stability, rather 
than dissipate their energies and substance 
in destructive economic strife. 

“Only as such international order is firmly 
established, as its moral and economic foun- 
dations become strong, will the hope of last-
